On New Year’s Ev e 1930 more than 
300,000 persons watched the Mu m­ 
m er’s parade in Philadelphia. There 
were 12,000 in the line of march 
down Bond street and the parade 
lasted from early ev ening u ntil the 
wee hou rs of the New Year. 
The 
glamou r 
and 
good-hu mored 
bu r­ 
lesqu e antics of the spectacle were 
far cries from what the u ninitiated 
wou ld ex pect to see in the staid 
Qu aker City : nev ertheless, the idea 
is descendant from Colonial day s. 
The earliest settlers along the 
Delaware riv er in the v icinity of 
present day Philadelphia were Eng­ 
lish and Swedes. The Mu mmer play 
“St. George and the Dragon” was 
traditional to the English celebration 
of New Year’s: 
the Swedes were 
giv en to informal masqu erades. 
It 
is not clear ju st when or how the 
Mu mmer play and the cu stom of 
masqu erading joined forces: 
bu t 
after the Rev olu tion, General Wash­ 
ington replaced St. George as the 
central figu re of the festiv ities. 
The whole thing was spontaneou s 
and u norganized u ntil, in 18 8 6, it 
was sponsored by the Silv er Crown 
New Year’s association. 
In 1901, 
the M u m m er’s Parade was recog­ 
nized by the mu nicipal administra­ 
tion of Philadelphia, and officials and 
representativ e citizenry began tu rn­ 
ing ou t to participate in and witness 
the parade.
